NUSUAL foods, no less than 
interesting customs ‘and 
beautiful scenes discovered in 
other lands, make a permanent 
impression, conjured up at in-, 
tervals, on the traveller return- 
ed from abroad. 


In response to requeste, re- 
cipes for Continental and other 
dishes, varying from a 
cake served for  breukfast ain 
Holland to crystallised fruit for 
the dessert course, are given 
below. 


DUTCH “OUTBIST KOEK” 


The following is o recipe for 
Dutch “outbijt kock” as given 
by a Dutch lady. ; 

%1b flour, Goz brown sugar 
(preferably the dark brown, not 
the Demerara), 3 tenspoonfuls 
cinnamon, 30% honey, 302 chop- 
ped preserved ginger, 1 tea- 
spoonful bicarbonate of soda, 
%_ teaspoonful salt. 

Mix flour with cinnamon’ and 
salt, Put in a bowl the honcy, 
a teacupful of warmth water, the 
sugar and sodg.. Mix the dry 
ingredients with the contents of 
the bow! and, if. neccesary, 
more warm water till the con- 
sistency of a cake batter. 

Boke for about an hour ina 
buttered tin in a. moderate oven. 

The ginger is not an essential 
ingredient and is often omitted. 
The Dutch make this cake in a

Sir Archibald Clark Kerr, H.M. Ambassader to 
‘China, feels slightly more at ease since yes- 
terday, when a lighter type of bullet-proof 
vest was delivered to him, instead of the 
heavy type which he was forced to wear since 
the beginning of this week when, at the re- 
quest of the British Consulate-General, the 
Shanghai Municipal Police in co-operation

ger. 


An armoured car is being constructed in a local

FTER a century and o half, 
George VI has visited thé 
continent that Georgo 111 lost. 
“With a happy touch of Imogina- 
fon xare on these ceremontal 
occasions, he has sailed down 
the Potomac River, whose waters 
once bore between tranquil woods 
the British frigntes that burned 
and plundored the young re- 
public’s capital. ; 

This gracious act he completed 
by a visit to Mount Vernon, where 
that noble rebel, Georgo Washing- 
ton, grew to the stature that still 
overshadows the American na- 
tion. : 

It is pleasant to read of the. wel- 
como the King received. Whatever 
it may have meant in political 
terms, it was assuredly warm: 
hearted and sincere, 

There in on this carth, if 1 
may speak from the experience 
of a wandering Hfc, no kinder 
or more hospitable people than 
this American nation, It meant 
to honour its guest, partly be- 
cause he {is a stranger on its 
soll, but also because he ts the 
symbol of common traditions 
nnd a common culture, 

Wavo after wave of cruelty and 
persecution, some of it political, 
some of it economic, have filled 
this continent with millions who 
-have behind them an .emotfonal 
background that is not. ours. 

The Jewish refugees who form 
nearly half the population of New 
York; the sons of improverished 
Balkan peasants who sweat, for the 
despotic Stect Trust before the 
furnaces of Pittsburgh; the 
negroes whose enslavement built 
the fortunes pf English merchant- 
princes—these have no share in 
the herituge that the founders 
brought from our island. 

Nor arc the Americans of the 
purest English stock the most in- 
fluential, The peasants and share- 
croppers of the Southern hills still: 
preserve the dances and ballads 
their fathers brought from Eliza- 
bethon England. But sunk -in.a 
poverty deepor even than that of 
tho negrocs who till the soil 
henide them, they are not a do- 

-minant force in this socicty of 
many. origins, : 

Books more than blood, the pul- 
pit’ rather than memory, but 
chiefly the political tradition that 
dates from our own civil struggles 
—hero are the English foundation 
on which Americans are erecting

own, 
MY “DISLOYALTY” 

lt may scom a parndox that 
these rapublcans should take an 
amusingly exaggerated interest in 
monarchy. It is for all of them, 
its critics as well as its toadics, 
a matter of the gravest concern. 

This I discovered during one of 
my carlier visits. In Syracuse, 
after a lecturo in its University, 
the reporters of the two Iocal dafly 
papers interviewed me, They plied 
me, until I was weary, with 
) private life 
of the Duke of Windsor, then 
Prince of Wales. 

At length, with some Irrita- 
tion, I cut them short with a 
“Can't we talk about something 
more important?” Next morn- 
ing, the more serious of these 
newspapers devoted its lending 
article to a stinging attack upon 
me for my disloyalty. 

Never, not even from  King- 
atrect or from Transport House, 
hove I endured a broadside so an- 
nihilating, 

It is, perhaps, becaure Ameri. 
cana revolted against the person. 
ul rule of George IIL, that even to- 
day they overestimate the signi- 
ficance of monarchy. The popular 
history they imbibe at school is 
no more scientific than the text- 
hbuoks on which our minds were 
starved, 

The obstinney of that King was 
as deplorable as his intelligence 
was limited; but the rea) power 
behind him was that of the mer- 
chant class which could, think of 
colontes” only as fields for the 
exercise of its monopoly in ex- 
ploitntion. 

That class it was and nol 2 
stupid monarch, who drove the 
coloniets to revolt. 

Kings, because of this pictures- 
que mistake, bulk in the imagina- 
tion of Americang as something 
by turns sinister and alluring, 
dangerous but romantic, and al- 
ways important. 

None of these adjectives fits 
their present guest, but private 
enterprise will, with lavish out- 
lay on publicity, make good any 
doficiency there may be. ; 
POWER OF THRONE 

On such occasions monarchy 
has ity manifest uses. The King 
walks abroad as a living flag, 

. It is with an effort, as one reads 
about his escort of planes: and. 


tanks that one re¢éalls the origins 
of thie Institution, when ovory 
King was a man-god, who bestow- 
ed fertility on his folk ond their 
flocks and must periodically bo 
sacrified that his apilt blood might 
renew the life of tho fields. 
There are daring students of 
history who maintain, plausibly 
enough, that the Inst divine vic- 
tim who wore a crown in this in- 
Inand was William Rufus, slain in 
the New ‘Forest ‘to satisfy tho law 
of the anciont witch-religion. 
Somothing of superstition clings 
falntly stil! about this primitive 
institution, even to-day. If ration- 
allsts assailed it first of all for 
that cause, we have our more

cogent reasons for questioning ita 
obscura powers, 

‘It Ja on its social aide the most 
formidable buttress of our class 
society, The more innocuous it {fs 
in the political sense, the more 
populer it becomes, because the 
wireless and the daily Press have 
built for it en glass palace, the 
subtler and more dangerous docs 
its influence become. 

It is before all else the apex 
of an unequal class structure. It 
stands, to quote a memorable 
phrase from’ Quech Victorsa’s 
letters, for “the due super-posl- 
{ion of classes.” 

That the humblest cottayger 
may in some gense share its 
glories through his wireless, the 
news film and the daily picture 
page only serves to make him 
nequiesce the more readily in his 
own unequal station. Any rapid 
progress towards a classless Ho- 
ciety is unthinkable in this atmos- 
phere, which has grown not legs, 
but more, pervasive in recent 
years, 

It is Incompatible with civilian 
self-respect. It fs part of the 
shoddy romanticism that Induces 
the average worker to tolerate the 
station thut society assigns to him 
peneoty the throne and below the 
snit.

If wealth and the oppressive 
powor of ownership had to stand 
alone ‘without these gaudy trap- 
pings and ‘the dim halo of super- 
stition, thelr reign would ba tho 
shortor, This one may say without 
a trace of personal criticism. The 
moro harmless and the moro aml- 
able the person of the monach, the 
more perilous is'the institution. 
“FATHER OF PEOPLE” 

All this js in the mind of tha 
more sober American . citizen, 
when the blare of publicity leaves 
him n moment for reflection, It is 
doubtless among ourselves an old~ 
fashioned and unpopular. line of 
thought, 


One consideration has lately 
tended in my own mind to qualify 
It somewhat. There js for the 
monarchy, as_ there is for mono- 
theism, a psychological ‘explana- 
tion. The King is “the father of 
his people,” and this part he can 
somewhat fill, even when he has 
a youthful personality. 

Far away and = imperfectly 
known, he ia all that the parent 
seemed to be to the very young 
child, and ceased to be when that 
child grew critical. As the sub- 
stitute for this dream-father, he 
links us all in a kind of national 
brotherhvod. 

This process of idealisation be- 
longs to the common emotional 
pattern of mankind. Relijion uses 
it, and so docs the national State, 
when, as with us, tho bourgeois 
owning class can establish Sts 
supremacy without utterly de- 
etroying feudalism. 

It may be repugnant to our 
more rational selves, but one 
has to axk whether men can be 
happy if one intereferces too 
brusquely with the working of 
instincts rooted in sex nnd link- 
ed with our earllest psychical 
experiences. Thwart these {n- 
stincts, and they may in times 
of crisis assert themselves in a 
far more tyrannous and Irra- 
tional form, 

Rent by internal division, 
humiliated abroad, battered and 
bewildercd by the slump, the in-. 
stinclive lower half of thé Gerr, 
man soul cried out for a.’ father. 
on whom it could throw its trou-. 
bles and to whom it could = re- 
nounce its will, And so it got a 
Fueltrer.

It 
is not a trustworthy bulwark 
against Fascism, as the case of 
Italy showa. 

Meanwhile, the King himself 
may turn Fuehrer—a fate that 
befell the Serbs under Ming 
Alexander, and the Rumanians 
under King Carol. In our island 
it was, at the end of the pre- 
vious reign, at least a posalbility 

. to be reckoned with, 

The American crowds, mean- 
while, have dono thelr cheering, 
and President Roosevelt has play- 
ed host on the Hudson, whore the 
old Dutch families, of whom his 
is one, preserve the nearest sem- 
blance to aristocracy that Amorica 
knows. oo 

In a nelghbouring estute be- 
-side ‘this beautiful river, that 
have seemed to the Dutch settlers 
& more majestic Rhine, Father 
Divine, the negro Messiah, held his 
rival court, 

The visit has certainly confirm- 
ed the kindness that two peoples, 
clinging still to thelr ancient poli- 
tical freedoms, feel towards one an- 
ether, Whether they are on, that 
“wcecount any nearer to effective 
political collaboration depends 
less on our King than on our 
Prime Minlater. His record, un- 
happily, does not excite an equal 
enthusiasm, 


Mr. Roosevelt, for his part, has 
Ied the way with a courago equal 
“to Mr, Wilson's, but with a gift 
for tactics and leadership incom- 
parably more adroit. He has risk- 
ed much to break down the faith

HERE have been many complaints of late about real or sup- 
posed infringements of the liberty of the press, and serious 
, anxiety lest the Government should attempt to influence if 
not censor the press, or further extend its powers under the 
Official Secrets Act. There has been much’ controversy both 
about the position of newspapers in’ wartime and their posi- 
tion to-day, when many ‘of the dangers: of wartime are al- 
-ready present. Sir Samuel-Hoare, the Home Secretary, has 
done much 'to reassure Working journalists by his amend- 
ment of the Official Secrets Act proposal, so that only in cases 
of dangerous leakage of information through espionage will 
journalists be subject to interrogation by the police. . 

Ina democracy there is only one proper attitude-of the Govern- 
ment to the press—co-operation as far as possible in regard 
to, news, and no coercion in regard to opinion. Even in ware 
timie the Government should endeavour to preserve the same 

‘ spirit. Then,. as all admit, a censorship must be imposed to 
prevent the publication of news that would be helpful to 
‘the enemy. It is best for the Government to take the lea- 
ders of the press into its confidence und apperl to their sense 
of putriotic responsibility. Public opinion during a war 
would not tolerute the dangerous abuses of the power of 
publicity. oe : 


It Lends to the maintenance of self- 
respect. und high morale. A nation that is: struggling to 
preserve democracy will ‘need: all the fortification that free 
democratic energy can provide; It is well that this: shoudd 
be fully recognised and clearly stated.

There are three maln  theoties 
concerning the couse ‘of crime. One

All literature in criminology is 
concorned with theso three causes, 
and while more attention ts paid 
to-day to the science of criminoloyy 
there is a great deal of confuston 
as.to what crime really is. :

We could see the Riffs in large 
numbers and it was not Jong be- 
fore we were in one of the 
fiercest battles of my experience, 

One of our disadvantages was 
that the natives | troops fighting 
for France invariably took fright 
when it came to a fight, If they 
fell into the hands of the enemy 
they were subjected to the most 
excruciating torture, ° The Riffs 
looked upon them as traitors and 
showed them no mercy, Their 
value owas chiefly, to swell 
the numbers of the French forces 
“and they could be very useful in 
turning a defeat. into a rout, 


Altogether that day — we Jost 


thirty men of our original sixty. 7 


Once more I escaped unscathed, 
but among the ‘casualtios — were 
three junior officers and all five 


We were treated as heroes for 
a few days and then sent back 
to the firing ne, this time 
aguinat the Touarcgs. 

Word came to ua that large 
numbers of them were concen- 
trated In the neighbourhood of Ea 
Brou in the Valleys of Ouzzame.

Before we returned to Marra- 
keech there wis another little job 
waiting for us. We had to relieve 
n post at Guesnia about a mile 
from Teguizzn, When we arrived 
we found that the members of the 
post had already evacuated it. We 
discovered this none too Pleasant- 
ly, for when we had advanced 
within fifty yards, we were greet- 
ed by a volley of bullets, The 
Riffs had alipped in and forestall- 
ed usa. 

Fortunately we wele march- 
ing in Indian file. Had wo been 
in open formation I doubt ff a 
single man would have survived. 
We were reduced to ten men and 
when T sat in the lorry that took 
tia back to Marrakecch, I counted 
myself more than lucky.

French post at Es Brou, and we 
kne * that its members were be- 
ing kdly pressed and needed re- 
Hef. For this offensive we had 
with us two companies of the 
flerce Moroccan Spahis and a 
body of infantry. - 

We presented a formidable line, 
and as far as I can guess we casl- 
ly outnumbered the enemy. An 
cecnsional shot showed us — that 
we were within range, and some- 
times we could ace a man’s two 
arma thrown up in the air as he 
fell. The next thing T knew was 
that some thirty Tounaregs were 
advancing toward us, They had’ 
appeared from behind a small 
hillock, and seeing that they were 
walking straight into an over- 
wholming number of the enemy, . 
we assumed naturally enough 
that they were. coming to sur- 
render, Consequently we just. 
waited for them. f 

They came up to within twenty 
yards from where we wera atand- 
ing. Then in a flash they brought 
their rifles into position and fired. 
Twelve men lay dead, including 
two officors. Realising that they

Tounvega made up their mindg to 
take with them ns many of us n8 
they could knock off, The ruse 
succeeded only too well, There 
was a momentary panic and then ~ 
the Tounregs were literally torn 
to picces, After that litle episode 
we were ordered not to take pri- 
xoners, but to shoot at sight. 


We closed our ranks and fired 
n yolley in order to bring out 
those of the enemy who were in 
hiding, Aruba were running hith- 
er and thither, and we were able 
to pick off most of them, The 
ground was strewn with bodies, 

Wo were still some distance 
from the fort at Es Brou, but we 
had cleared the ground before 
ua, und were now able to ad- 
vance, It was not long — be- 
fore the fort came into 
sight, and = we revkoned — it 
would only bo'n few hours before 
we covld relieve it, As we drew 
nearer we had to be more cir- 
cumspect since it was sure to be 
surrounded by the enemy. Sud- 
denly we heard a terrific ex. . 
plosion. The noise was deafening, 
and my first thought was that the 
men had reached their last stage 
of resistance and had~ blown 
themselves up rather than sur- 
render, When the smoke cleared 
away, I was surprised to ace that 
the furt wae still intact, although 
one of the outer walls acemed to 
have been blown away. 

What. had actually happened 
was this. In an effort to get the 
better of the enemy, the besieged 
party had burrowed a tunnel, to 
attnck him from the rear, Some- 
how or other the Riff had got wise 
to this, and had watched the 
building of the tunnel. They Iet- 
it proceed to a certain point be- 
fore they acted,-Then one night 
they sent a man, shrouded in a 
black cloak, up to the fort head, 
armed with a detonator, which 
he placed at the entrance to the 
tunnel, Meanwhile, another man 
was doing the same thing at the 
other and. It was not known how 
many men would be In the tunnel, 
but they felt sure that they would 7 
succeed in trapping a fair num- 
ber, A time fuso was set, and we 
arrived just in time to see the 
big bang. In actual fact a8 many 
ns fifty-alx were trapped, T can- 
‘not any whether any of them were 
killed outright, but I imagine that 
most of them were condemned to 
a lingering death by suffocation, 

The Riffs had followed up the 
explosion by making an attack on 
the post, which still contained , 
some two hundred men. But there 
was one thing they had forgotten. 
The post was surrounded by 4 
low barbed-wire entanglement. 
Night was falling and in their ex- 
cltement they ran straight into 
it, Meanwhile the’ survivors inside 
were throwing what were called 
“panic flares.” These were torches, 
which were useful in‘distracting an 
enemy, especinily when’ things 
were: going badly. Many of the 
Riffa were impaled on the wire, 
tnd now came these flares to add 
to the havoc, In some cases the 
men's clothing caught fire, and 
it is difficult to describe the acune 
that greeted us when we came up.

Lesson 
Of History 


To begin with, a lesson of his- 
tory, 

Danzig, as a ree City, was in- 
vented neither by Woodrow Wil- 
son nor by Lloyd George. On the 
contrary, the most characteristic 
fenture of this regime, namely 
the economic union between Dan- 
zig und Poland and the internal 
cultural, administrative and poll- 
tical liberty. of the Free City. is 
the result of u colluboration of 
five hundred years between Po- 
land and the City of Danzig, be- 
tween the Hinterland and ita na- 
tural outlet at the mouth of the 
Vistula, tha most important river 
of Poland. 

At the dawn of its history, Dan- 
zig was o borough of Slav fishers 
under tho sovereignty of the Slav 
dukes of Pomerania, and lived 
from its trade with Poland, It 
was only in 1808 that Danzig-way" 
conquered by ruse by the Knights 
of the German Order, who massa- 
tred not only the Polish garrison 
of the City, but also 10,000 Inha- 
bitants. To replace the extermin- 
ated by the Germans, several 
contingents of German — settlers 
were imported, 


Knights 
Detested 


The point ta whieh the Knights 
of the- German Order were detest- 
ed in proved by the attitude of 
Danzig and of the Prussian cities 
during the thirteen yeurs war in 
which they attempted to unite 
with Poland, In 1454 at the end of 
thig war, the Danzigers occupied 
und razed to the ground the castle 
of the Knights then pledged thetr 
fuith and rendered homage — to 
the King of Poland, Casimir da- 
gellon. i 1 

From then until 1793, date of 
the second partition of | Poland, 
the Gity of Danzig remained ine 
timately united with Poland. fn 
the war ugainst Sweden, it Fought 
on the Polish side. And 
the Prussians first began to show 
their designs upon Danzig, — the 
Bree City adopted a definitely: hos- 
tile attitude. Il opposed a des- 
perate resistance and only yielded 
to the King of Prussia when the 
Republic, assailed oon allt sides 
wus no longer in a position te de- 
fend itself, ‘ 

Is it necessary, to recall that this 
annexation did not extinguish in 
Danzix the desire to reatove the 
links brutally torn asundes, which 
united it to Poland? It was: sut- 
ficient for Pruxsia to be def ented 
by Napoleon for the Dunzigers to 
reclaim the Free constitution of 
their City. They succeeded’ as is 
well known, As shown by ckie se- 
cret Ingetructions sens by tha sen- 
ute of the Free City to ity mepre- 
xentatives in Imperial Paria, ) Dan- 
ulg went still further, and — took 
steps to renew the normal - and 
necessary relations with Pojland 
which had been so unfortuna tely 
severed. : .

—this term is uscd on purpose, 
for it is largely appreciated ~ in 
German sciontinc circles—the city 
of Danzig is situated at the mouth 
of the Vistula. ‘This sole entircly 
Polish river is in fact a° Pollsh 
waterway and is the essential and 
organic factor in Polund’s access 
to the sea. It is,to be added that 
the most direct ‘and the shortest 
railway by which Poland is linked 
with its seacoast also passes 
through Danzig. In respect of 
this access to the sea, Frederick IT 
very rightly said that he who 
rules over the Vistula and at Dan- 
zig is more master of Poland than 
he who governs at Warsaw, = In 
the light of this uncontestabic 
truth and to realise its bearing, it 
is sufficient to imagine in how. far 
Poland would be independent if 
the Reich were to seize upon the 
ree City.

On tho way, one of our motor- 
cyclist encountered a reconnoitring 
enemy motorcyclist.

The enemy advanced 
on the road {n-all confidence, with 
hia‘motorcyeles and lorries, when 
ho found the way cut off by our 
vanguard, The disarray produced

If the Italian 
chief had had less faith in the 
magic virtuo of ‘motorisation,' if 
their forees ‘had beon ranged, in 
battle order and had been, actuat- 
ed by the truo fighting spirit, it 
would have been moro difficult for 
the republicans to defcat them in 
Guadalajara. By questioning tho 
prisoners and in realising the

Another 
Example 


After this proof of the inefli- 
cacy of war material, however mo- 
dern and powerful, it is possible 
to recall the example of Bruncte, 
where the republicans resisted for 
26 days of constant fighting 
ngainst an adversary employing 
the most modern offensive wea- 
pons and ‘crack regiments which 
he had withdrawn from the north 
sector, thus paralysing the offen- 
sive undertaken by him on this 
front. For 26 days and 26 nights, 
the onemy air forces bombarded j 
Brunete without interruption, At 
certain momonts, the agglomera- 
tion, under the rain of fire and ar- 
tillery, disappeared completely in 
the smoke of explosions and burn- 
ing. I telephoned unceasingly, 
fearing at cach instant that the 
herole defendors had succumbed, 
but all the force of destruction of 
the nationalist army could not an- 
nihilate the resisthnce of this 
little band of men, 'I foresaw that 
the defence of Bruncte would be 
diMicult and costly, but T did not 
wish to order a retreat for, at that 
moment, to abandon Brunete,
